To unite all Presbyterian and 
Reformed bodies in a single 
denomination.

with the possible inclusion of 
the Episcopal church'. 


To unite 
The Reformed 


Church in the U. S., the United 
Brethern and the Evangelical 
Synod under the name of the 
United Church in America. 


To effect closer union be- 


tween Northern Baptists and 
Disciples. 


Various projects for union or 


for closer cooperation among 
independent Lutheran, bodies. 


The merger, now practically 


completed, of the Christian and 
Congregational churches. 
"Underlying these 
and 
other 


movements for actual union of 
churches is the better acquaintance 
among the denominations develop- 
ed through the practice of cooper- *i 
ation at many common tasks, .in 
nation, stats and many local com- 
munities," Dr. Lamb said. 


SLOW PROCESS 


"Union is generally a slow pro- 


cess, and we should continue and 
extend our cooperative work as we 
move on toward the ultimate goal 
of union. There are many vitally 
important tasks awaiting the co- 
operative attention of ,the churches 
today." 


"A united effort in evangelism, 


i!or example, has a strong appeal to 
many people outside the chupch 
who are not attracted by any one 
of several competitive, secretarian 
programs.

poultryman. 


A foundation flock of turkeys 


raised for experimental purposes 
has been established at one of the

artificially incubating the eggs, 
and brooding the poults in special 
brooder houses with clean yards 
until they were eight weeks old.

ON SEED POTATO 


All Sprouts Come From One 


Eye Anyway, Says O. S. U. 


Garden Specialist. 


The number of eyes left in a 


piece of potato cut for seed doesn't 
determine the numfa'er of sprouts 
which, will come from the seed 
piece 
"Ninety per cent of 'he 


seed pieces grow sprouts from one 
eye only, regardless of how many 
eyes have been left," says E. B 
Tussing, extension specialist 
;n 


vegetable gardening for the Ohio 
State University. 


"The number of sprouts which 


come up is not determined by the 
number of eyes which have been 
left in the seed piece, but by m:itij- 
other factors. 
The most import- 


ant of these is the time of digging 
tb» seed piece. 
The earlier the 


seed potatoes have been dug. tae 
more sprouts will come from one 
of them. Date of planting: also 
affects the number of sprouts. 
But only in a small number cf 
cases does the number of eyes in 
the seed piece have anything to do 
with it, because the sprouts all 
come from one eye anyhow. 


"There is only one reason for 


leaving more eyes than one in a 
seed piece. If the seed piece :ia3 
been cut from the lower end of llic 
potato, near the stem, it is goo-J 
insurance to leave more than or.o 
eye. because the lowest eye. t»e 
one nearest the stem, is not Jikrly 
to be very gxxxi. 


"«As a matter of fact you cai*< 


very well cut the average seed 
potato into pieces of ihe propoi 
size without leaving more than 
one eye.

Trees from the Ohio sta te ‘forest 
nurseries are geing shipped out 
for planting two weeks earlier 
this year than is usual, because of 
the favorable weather conditions 
which have obtained in Malrèh and 
April, reports F. W. Dean', exten­ 
sion forester for the Ohio State 
University. 
‘‘The trees can be planted as 
soon as they arrive at their des­ 
tinations unless the ground ré froz­ 
en or the soil too wet to Work 
easily.

* late March to May 1 is suitable 
for planting forest trees in this 
state,” says Dean.
